D estruction of the Deluge— Busy W ork 


of R ebuilding— T rying Tim es. 


Langtry, Texas, Aug. 13, 1906. 
It must have been starting on Fri­ 
day and bringing a black grip with 
me that caused all my troubles. 
If I was superstitious that is the 
reason I would attribute to the 
opening of the flood gates of heaven 
over this muchly barren and des­ 
ert waste along the Rio Grande 
in a 
veritable cloudburst 
and 
sweeping miles of railway track 
and bridges along the canons to 
destruction. “ The rains descended 
and the floods came 
on Saturday 
morning sweeping down from the 
vast areas drained by the Rio 
Grande through narrow “ draws’" 
and rugged tortuous canons that 
seam 
this 
country until 
t h e 
face of nature corrugated with a 
perpetual frown. 
Yet with all her 
stern visage is now unusually sof­ 
tened by a veil of verdure, every 
rock bound depth conceals a spring 
and from almost every rugged cliff 
there leaps a waterfall. 
From Laugtry to Lozier, a dis­ 
tance of thirty-two miles, 
that 
great artery of transcontinental 
travel and traffic, the 
Southern 
Pacific railway is tied up by the 
the washout, either total or partial 
of a dozen bridges, some miles of 
track and in some places long 
stretches of the “ dump or road­ 
way embankment. 
The usually 
dry canons became raging torrents 
and the bridge timbers snapped 
like pipe stems, the huge founda­ 
tion stones were rolled out of their 
places and the 75 pound rails were 
strung out down the waterway like 
trout lines. 
Fortunately perhaps 
there is not much else in this im­ 
mediate section to destroy 
but 
railroad property, for this is mis­ 
fortune enough. 
The ranches oc­ 
cupy high ground, are widely scat­ 
tered and there are no reports of 
damage from any of them. 
With 
customary 
promptness, 
upon learning of the disaster the 
railroad company hurried section 
gangs, work train crews, bridge 
gangs and heavily laden material 


mrn oAd at that point, 
jk The regular train tied up at 
Del Rio Saturday,and accompanied 
^ ‘-»y a Beaumont merchant and a 
Sanderson ranchman, I got out of 
that place Tuesday about noon on 
Mr. Van Vleek’s special. 
None of 
the other passengers .-eemed in­ 
clined to tackle the washout re­ 
gion. 
We skirted the Rio Grande, 
which was carrying a great rise 
and full of drift, for several miles 
and then came to Devil’s River, 
which was a raging torrent of mad 
waters scarcely less in 
volume 
than the Rio Grande itself into 
which Devil’s River flows a few 
miles below the Devil's river eta 
tion, 
At the railroad bridge at 
Devil’s River the telegraph line 
men had a hazardous task straight 
ening out and splicing the broken 
wires. 
The waters roared about 
the piers of the great steel struc 
ture and 
swirled away in the 
rapids below, but the bridge stood 
intact and we passed on in safety 
to Langtry. 
The first washout was at the 
“ Sugar bridge” four miles west of 
Langtry. 
Here a second disaster 
occured on Sunday. 
The washout 
was nearly repaired with t h e 
“ crib*” when a .-.econd flood came 
rolling down “ Big Canon” without 
warning and the men had barely 
time to escape with their lives. 
Indeed one of them, a Mexican 
section man named Towes, was 
swept away and drowned, aud two 
or three thousand cross ties com­ 
posing the cribbage were washed 
away aud lost. 
Ifyou will pardon 
a digression, Langtry is one of the 
most famous little towns in the 
United States. 
Having a popula­ 
tion less than one hundred souls, 
it is known far and wide as the 
home of the late lamented Judge 
Roy Bean, “ The Law West of the 
Pecos.’ 
It was also within sight 
of this town on the Mexican side 
of the river where on a sanbar 
some years ago Robert Fitzsim­ 
mons put Peter Maher out of the 
prize fighting business. Bul Lang­ 
try without Roy Bean is a Ham- 
letless Hamlet. 
True his lamous 
signs still adorn his quaint little 
adobe buildings; such as the one 
quoted above coupled with “ Ice 
Cold Beer ;” his saloon name, "The 
Jersey Lily,” and “ Roy Bean’s 
Town Hall and Opera House.” but 
the spirit of the chief justice of the 
borderland has flown. 
Dodd, the 
only storekeeper and incidentally 
the banker for the town, has suc­ 
ceeded Judge Bean as justice of the 
peace,and it is be who held the in­ 
quest over the body of the Mexican 
found a mile below the washed- 
out bridge, stark and stiff’ with 
arms held up iD mute appeal. 
To revert to the thread of this 
narrative, work was resumed on 
the bridge building bright and 
early this morning, the skies clear­ 
ed and everybody took fresh hope. 
But as the most sanguine do not 
hope for the rosd to be opened in 
less than a week, it is now up to 
my companions and I to get across 
the country thirty-two miles to 
Lozier by private conveyance.

Aug. 17.—Hon. T. M. Camp­ 
bell Is a native Texan; he was born 
on ft farm near the town of Rusk, In 
Cherokee county, on April 22, 1866. j 
Ar a lad lie worked on the farm and 
later attended tho common schools at 
Rusk until tho year 1873, and then 
entered Trinity university, then at Te­ 
huacana, Tt v, for the term of 1873-74.

In 1875 ho secured employment In 
tho county clerk s office at Longview, 
Gregg county, and read law at nights.

He practiced law with \ 
success at Longview until February, 
1889, when he was appointed m aster 
In chancery in the International and 
Great Northern receivership, and In 1 
January, 1891, he was appointed re­ 
ceiver of that road, and as such re­ 
ceiver 
operated 
It until July, 1892,! 
when the receivership was closed. 
Ho 
was offered the appointment of gener­ 
al manager by the then owners ot tho 
property, which offer he accepted. He 
continued in this position until May 
1897, when he resigned and resumed 
tho practice of his profession at Pal­ 
estine. 
In 1901 Colonel Campbell an­ 
nounced as a eandidatt- for governor, 
but early In 1902 withdrew from the 
race.

The young lady, lying 
on her bed with a deep gash In her 
throat, turned her eyes toward the 
negro.
